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ASSASSINS AND THEIR W, ORK.

William of Orange—Full pParticu-
lars of the Events W nieh Led
to his Assassin® (jon-How
the Culprit was, Executed.

—

1t waa the alternoon &f the 25th day of Octo-
ber, in the yoar 166806, Tn tht old doeal palace of
Brabant, in the gayelty of Broseels, a newly
erected stage or pudtform stood at the western
ond of the great hall, In the contre of this
stage was A splendid canopy, erdoted wan tem-
porary throne, Around it, on tapestried seats,
saian aesemblnge of dimitaries, grave magls-
trates, and excoutive officers, arrayed in the ple
suresque and brilliant unlforms peculiar to the
ancient Netherlanders, In the body of the hall
8 great smultitude was gathered, All were
awaiting the sppearance @ Charles V, their em-

weror, who wos on that day to abdicaie the
[hrnno in favor of hisson, Phiilp I1,

The clock struck three, Charles V entored,
a prematurely decrepit old man, with white and
bristling halr, shagey gray beard, wide fore-
head, and dark-blue eye, tottering on crippled
lees, and supported on one side by a eruteh, on
theother by o tall and handsome young man of
twenty-two, then slmply the emperor's paee
and confidant, but afterwards the grandess
figure in the history of his country. His fea-
tures  werte  dark, symmetrical, and well
whieelled: his heand small, but sturdily set, his
hair, moustnohe, and peaked beard of a dark-
brown hoe: lis éyes brown and “'.Iﬂll_.’!hfrtl]: his
Jorehend expangive, and even at that eorly
acve, marked with lines of thought; for
he woas fhe emporor’s adviser in all
carer ol state, His dress was  waenfi-
cent in the high st degree, ns the times in gone-
ral, and the present ceremony in particnlar, ren-
dered necessary,

This young man was William, Prinoe of Orangs;
and that oceasion was his dedwf, a6 the horo ol
the long and eventini drams which has rendered
his nume one of the most illustrious In modern
history.,

Philip 11 on (hut day took the Nethor-
lands  throue, The abdicating monnarch
recommenided to bls son's confidence the
Prince who had served him  so  ably.
Philip, at first adopting  the recommend-
ation, was alterwards led to believe that William
was his enemy and the enemy of his throne,

In the lollowing vear Charles ¥ also abdicated
the throne of Epain, in faver of Philip, When
Philip, in 15650, 1eft the Nethorlands to make his
resldence in Spuin, he publicly Insolted Willlam,
on the eve of his departure. The governmenst
of the Nethorlands was Lestowed upon Margarot
of Parma, n wompn wholly under the influence
of Cardingl Granvelle, an ambitious, nnsorup-
lous prelate.  Under the government of this
wily minister of evil were the Duteh doomed to
gufier, i

In 155 Willisam of Orance, then still in
Phlio's confidencs, was despatehed o Francs,to
negotinte with the French King o treaty of
peace. The Frenchman indisoreetly communi-
cated to William & plan which was on foot,
whereby the Inguisiiion was to be introdaced
into the Netherlands, with all its most horrible
machinery, when,to vse the Prince's own words,
1t would need but to look sskance nt an image
to be cust into the emes.” He made no sizn,
before the Frenoh mounreh, of his horror at this
news; but, from that hour, his purpose was
firm, to get his life egaind this monstrous ini-
quity, Himsclt a4 Catholie, it was mot a feeling
of religious opposition that animated him, but
simply ouve ol sympathy and compassion, as he
avowed, “for go muny virtuous men and women
thus devoted to massacre,”

From this tlme forth, the li'e of William of
Orange exhibits o striking likeness to that of
Abriham Lincoln, which we shall seek rather
indicate than to illustrote, by comparison.
Although he ultimately hecnme the instrument
of the Duteh Republie's creation on a free basis,
emancipated forover frem the shackles of that
slavery of conscience which had cursed the
land, It was not with a purpose to reach that
end that he waos fivst animated, His primary
motive was to combat encroschments upon the
rights of the Netherlands—to balic  the
tyrapny of the Dbigoted monarch in his
eflorts to obtaln an unbounded inluence
over hig Duteh empire, When, at twenty-six

yenrs of age, William slood arrayed against the
nguigition ard ugainst the proscription of re-
lir'iuus freedom, he simply stood wl'mre he was
ﬂnced by the inevitable logic of right and jus-

ce. He wias not widely known asmong his
countrymen: he only awoke their admiration,
their love, thelr devolion through successive
stages, until, at last, he was recognized by
them as their champion, and was looked upon
by them as the saviour of his counwy, in the
hands of God. Through the fire of trial put
upon his country, in which he stood as the
central tignre, he struggled upward and onward
against enemies and obstacles the most bitter
and the most appulling, but neyer guailed—
never feltered. Throughout his whole public
career, he wae the mark for slanders the most
cutting and conwunelions, although his life was
one gteady and condistent refutation ol slacder,
From the hour when he was charged wich
having murdered his wife, Aune of Ezmont, on-
ward, he was accosed of every mean, e, eruel
and detestable vice and crime known to hu-
manity; but a purer mun perhaps never lived.
To these charged he seldom gave any notiee, and
never bestowed angry words upon any one
about him., His manner, while never cringing
or fearful, was gentle and kind to every one,
A historian, who spoke most bitterly of the
#'rince, gave his character just eulogy, saving:—
“Never did an srrogant or indwscreet word
fall from his lipe. He upon no oveasion
manifested anger to his servants, however much
they might be 1o faull,” eto. He also was natu-
rally gay and lively in disposition, fond of genial
conversution, and possessing a familine, yet dig-
nified manner with a1l who bad to do with him,
Caution was one of his most predominant char.
ncterigtics, so that by the radicals of his day he
was deemed too slow; but he did not espouse
the side of freedoin in order Lo convert that
freedom again ioto slavery: and when the
religions reformers, who had succeeded in
banishing the Catholle [nquisition, sooght
to imtrodvuee a malder, burt no lees repre-
hensible slavery over those who rejected
the now popular faith, Willism's was the
hand which restrained these radiouls, and pre-
vented the ovtrage, He cherished no malice
aguingt rnemics, and seomed wlways too lenient
with offenders, His unimpeachable honesty
was unother striking teait ln s eharacter. In
1664, when a gaugrene hud spread throngh the
whole Government, and corruption and trand
ruled with o high hand—when all publie funcs
lonaries were notoriously and ootrageously
venal—William of Orange set his bresst agninst
the sea of poison, and wes unconteminsted by
it. “Ofall the consplonons men in the land,”
says Motiey, ‘‘he was the only one whose worst
enemy had never binted through the whole course
of Lis public carcer, that his hands hud known
contamination.” And this, oot through mere
negative virtue, which is almost no virtue at wll;
for he was sorely tempted, being plunged in
a deep sea of debt ung peouniary embarrass-
ment throughout his publlc carecr, thouek
wenlthy enoogly whlle still in private lhe. A

Philip by no
means relinquighed his purpose of introducing
the Inquisivon into the provinece, In [
remonstiance agiinst the pro introddction
was offered to Philip by three noblemen, headed

by Loute, brother of William, but it wus
rejected with peorn, and the ners
styled gneulr, or M. This treatment .

country crested great Indignation among

them, “They cill us buﬁfnnt" _
& tall, black-bearded nobleman of commanding
mien; “‘let us acoept the name!” Putting on a
lenthern wallet, suoh as hef_nra ol that day
wore, and taking a durge wooden bow! such as
the begenars carried, he filed the bowd with wine,
and draluing ils entire contents at a draught
cried ount, *Long live the beggers !" The excited
noblemen took up the eory; cneh donned the
wallet and draioed the bowl in turn, and with
shouls and inaghter they repeated the thrilling
cry which otten thereaiter rung over fields of
Wood and carnage, ' Vicent les gnewlz I"—* Long
live the bogears IV It becsme their shibboletn,
and o alter vear: thelr enemies learned 1o dread
the rame of “the beggars.”

The Duke of Alva, with his soldiers, advancad
into the excited nnd rebellious Netherlunds,
Severa]l noblemen of consequence were arrested
as trgitors, and execnted. Granvele, the deter-
mined enrdingl, who wins in Spain, nt Philip's
e¢lbow, was rejolosd ot this; but demanded that
Willinm of Orange be also arrested und exe-
cuted,  “If" this fish 8 not eaught,” said Gran-
ville, *the dnke's fshing i= good tor nothing."
Acoordingly, Willlam, fogether with other no-
blemen, wig summioned to appear before the
intamous “blood council,” with which trial
wig o mockery, and death almost a r'{-rtuim)'.
William refused Lo appear, and donied the juris-
diction of that unholy body. Thercupon
Alva declared Willlam outlawed, s=cized the
Prince’s estates in the Netherlands, and quartered
his soldiers thereon—alao selzing Willinm's only
son, and sending bim to Spain as a hostaee. This
was the commencement of n long and bloody
war.  Willism of Orange took the fleld against
the Doke of Alva—not against King Paille,
towards whom William still professed eontire
loyalty. The I'rince held the duke to be asatrap
who had invaded his (William's) domainsg, and
had ncted in his late behavior without the
king's orders, But ellorts subsequently made to
effect a peace, showed that Poudip wounld not
permit a pence that left the Nethevlunds treedom
ot conecience, Unless they would aecept the
Ingusition, the war should sontinue,

In 1581, it having become appurent to the
Netlerlunds that they must either necept the
Inquisnion at last, or seputate boldly from their
uwlleginpes to Phulip, they chose the latter alter-
pative:; and on the 20th of July, in that year,

they promulgated their Declaration of lode-
{wmlvm-r. On the 6th of the same mouth,
Villtam of Orange hd, sfter being urgently

pregsed, necepted the *‘entire suthority as sov-
erolgn and chief ol the land, as logg as the war
should centinue.” Without this limitation ns to
time, Willinm wonld not accept the sovereignty.
Soon atter, this limitation was searotly eancellea
by 1he States, without the knowledge of Willlam,
They were determined that the man who had
served them so well should continue permanently
to sexve them, Aud he did o continue until his
death.

In the previous yvear Cardinal Granvelle had
drawn up & paper which I8 known to the world
a8 the lndeous Ban, one o! the mo:t infamons
papers that ever disgraced the annals of tyranny.
By it, Philip offerea a magnificent prize to the
murderer who should assassinate the good Wil
liam of Oravge, whom it eharged with being a
great ortnanal  und o “wretched bypoerite,”
The dasiard who shonld take the Jife orthis man
was to be rewarded with two hundred and tilty
thoussnd dollars in cash (equivalentto a mil-
lion in the present day); “ii he have committed
any orime,” contivued the Ban, “however
hemous, we prowmise to pardon him;"” and,
stronpest temptation of all to the vulzar mind,
the nssassin was 1o be rewarded with admission
into the ranks of Spain's nobllity—the hanghtiest
nobility on the fuce of' the globe, By this mon-
strously infamous scheme did Philip seek to be
rid of the man who fonght his tyrunny with hard
and bitter hand—the men who bad resisted
every eilort of the king's ewmlissaries to win
him over by bribery. ut here shone forth
the lustre of Willism's honest and incor-
ruptible nature, with pure and steady
lght, He had been approached when his
cause seemed tottering to decay, when he
wius overwhelmed witn cares, harassed with
trinls, plunged in a wide sea of doubt and dis-
tress; wnd even in that hour, when distinetly
given to understand that he had but to name his
own terms, and torsake the cause to which he
had given his life, he vurned bis back upon his
temptexs, and wooed freedom with renewed
vigor, “Neither lor property nor for life,” were
the words of Willinm of Orange, “neither lor wile
nor for children, will'l mix in my cup a single
drop of treason.”

It wis but nstural that the glittering prize
oftered by the Ban should set to work a host of
murderous but ambitious men, each seckine
aiter his own fashion in what manner he could
compass the death of the Prince ol Orange, It
muay be supposed that whenever William moved,
big path wae followed by the bloodthirsty
wretches who sopght lue  life. But the
States provided for Father William (as he
was wnow  affectionately styled), & body-
guard, which left no hope of a public assassina-
tion, with a subsequent escape for the murderer,
So that the atiemprs made upon Willimm's life
were most probably in very smull proportion to
the number of men who watehed night and day
tor an opportunity to make that atfempt.

On Sunday, the 18th day of March, 1682, the
first open attempt on the Prince’s lite was made,
In some vespects, which the reader will hardly
il to observe, the manner of this sltempt wias
strikingly like thut which the assassin Booth
made with such terrible success on the lite of
Liveoln, The Prince dmed with & cowpany of
“noble gentlemen” &t his own house, on that
day, und was in fine spints, having pnm‘ciratcﬂ
with all bis accustomed genislity in the lively
conversation at the table. On leaving the table,
Willinm led the way 1o his own apartments,
pausirg on the threshold of the sntechamber
to show the gucsts & piece of, tapestry on

whigh some BSparish goldiers were repre-
sented, At this moment & young man
of small statmre and sullow complexion

appeated and handed him g petition, As he
took the paper, the young man suddeuly held a
nstol close to the Prince’s head and fired, the
woll entering the neck unaer the right ear, piss-
fng through the rool of the mouth, snd cowing
out under the leit jaw, carrying with it two
tecth, The Prince's beard was s=et on fire, so
closely wns the pistol held to Lis head. Bu. at
the samy time the tire from the weapon cauter-
ized the wound, which otherwise wonld probr-
bly have cnused his dewth by blecding, betore
the wound could bave been deessed., The
Prince, on recovering his conselonsness, which
Lo aid us ne swod, thoush st frst (blinded aud
stunpeeo, callél out quickly, “Do not kill hin—
1 forgive Wim ey death ;" thas [Nustrating
the kind and forgiving thaposition he possessed
fn such o remarkable degres, Hal belore bis
words were uttered, the young mun bad been
pierced in thirty-two vital places by the wenpons
of the hulberdivrs, whtle two of the noblomen
present had woresay run i through with their
topiers, The Prince lay long o o ornitioal cons
dion, bls life bougz siternstely hoped for and
despaired ol bul he recavered Bt last, and on
the second ol My 1wollowing, wenl to the groat
Cathedral, where be offered ap thanksziving,
surronnded by a vo.l muliitade. sobbiog for joy
at the deliveranee of the mau they so loved.
The would-be assn-san, in this insbance, woas opo
Juan Juureguy, & servant of a Spanish merchant
i Antwerp, who hod ontered into the wylwr
purely a8 b oozumeranl specalution.

In the tollowing Jaly o second attempt wis

At & comjmct 2o villanous was of no binding
effect upon - him, exposed the plot to the
Prince, nnd beeame his most faithrul
sndberenta. It I8 with tAT SN attempt that we
now have todeal, for It was suoccessiul,

In the drowsy little olty of Delft still stands
plain, twostorfed brick house, with a red-aied
roof, opposite the “old kirk,” & plain, old-fash-
ioned brick church with lancet windows, In
that houee, In the summer of 1584, Willinm of
Orange vesided, having removed thither from
Antwerp in the previous year, The stiliness of
thal canal-intersected old city, whose trafic was
moetly conducted on tho nolseless waters of the
capals, and whose clean and shaded stroets were
seldom disturbed by the rumbie ol wheels, waa
about to be hroken by an event of the bloodiest
nnd most cruel charneier—an event which
should carry griel and lamentation into muny o
peacelul household, and whose horror =nould
come thrilling down the lapse of centuries, to
stir the blood of the living m our day,

At Villotans, in Burgundy, several years pre-
ceding the war of the assassination, the prince

of derkuess had been at work in  the
breast of A young wman of insignificant
aspect  and  scemingly  inoffensive  nature,

named Ballhazar Gerard, This young man
bLiud long cherished the purpose ol murderin s
William, When but twenly jeurs ol age, he one
day struck hig dageer into 4 door, exclalming,
puassionately, “Would that this were the heart of
Orange 1" The publication of the Ban seomed to
give directness and foree to his purposes. From
that hour, he devoted himsell to the oue objeot
ot his lite. He proceeded w Loxembourg, and
there lenrned that the asspsination slrendy had
been pertormed by Juan Jaureguy., Buat, this
proving untrue, Le was aguin aroused to action:
for.he had, meantime, beécome a clerk in the em-
?103 ot Count Mavnsield, Governor of Luxem-
wourg. Hie fiist work was to secretly take im-
pressions In wax of the Governor's scals, in order
to offer them to the Orange parey, und thus win
their confidence, He was detained in Luxem-
bourg for eome time, by various cirenmstances,
but at Inst, in Mureh, L84, be departed, Arriving
at Treves, he confided his plan ta o couple of
Jesuit fathers in the college there, who did not
disapprove of his determination, while
one of theom was warm In  his approbas
tion, promising Dalvnugar a place among
tne martyrs should be re killed la the
attempl. At Tournay, he wae greatly comtorted
wnd encournged by snother Jesuit to whom he
made conlession.  Hig next stop was o nddress
the Duke of Parma a letter, most carefully
worded, lnying Leore thal person a general plan
of his project, This lecter he presented in pers
gon to the duke; but Parmsa wad almost dis
heartened in his long-maintatved efforis to have
Wilbam killed. He bad paid money to nume-
rous cul-throatz of villunous aspect, on the
romise to perlorm the deed, but without result,
Vhen he, cherefore, lookel upon this “'obsoure,
undersized, thin-bearded runaway clerk,” he
bestowed little attention on the adventures, and
dismissed Inm with no encouragement,

Learning more about Balthazar afterwards, he
consented to heiar his plsns in detall,  After
heariog them, Purma so tar modibed his opinion
of the clerk as to promise him the offered re-
ward in case of snceess; but it is notable that the
duke refused to furnish Balthazar even the sumn
of fifly crowns to deiray Decessary expenses,
Balthazar was, therefore, unable to buy himsell
0 much as u weapon with which to commit

the murder. But, nothing daunted, he set
bimsell to work with the means at his
command, ond by ekilful maneavrings

and the practice of an actor's shrewdest arts, he
succeeded in fnally getting Into the service ol
Noel de Caron, adherent of Orange, then setting
1orth on a mi=sion to the Duke ol Anjou. Hoon
after this, while in France, Balthazar obiained
permission to convey to William of Orange the
news ol the Duke ol Anjou's death. With this
miportant mission, Balthazar contdently relied
on eventunlly obtaining access to Willlam's
person,

Armiving In Delft, Balthazar left his despatches,
It was early in the morning of a Sunday, and
the Prince was yet abed. To Balthazar's surprise
and no little agitation, he was introduced into Wil-
liam's bedigom, in order to relate tuller particulars
ol Avjou’s death, What must have been the emo-
tione ol thie bloodthirsty pesassin at Ainding him-
sell tor the first timo lace to lace with the
man whose life he had sought for so
many years with such an unflinching purpose,
There he lay, in bed, alone, helpless; while his
assgssin, through his guise of a Jiou!, pealm
singing Calvamstic youth, gloated with eager
eyes upon the spectacle before him.  But in his
wildest moments of hopefulness, Balthazar had
never dreamed of an hour like this; hence he
wis unprepared, He had provided no means of
escape in such an event; he had no weapons, In
tact, e had not even money to huz WeRpons,
Aud it was with the money that the kind Prince
ol Oranee gave him in charity, thut Balthazar
went off and purchased the
which took that Pringe's life.

It was on Tuesday, the 10th day of July, 1534,
at high noon, that Willilam of Orange, with s
wiie on his arm, led the way to the dining-room
in the old briek house at Delft, He wore a wide
brimmed hat, with a cord of smlk about the
erown; a ruflled eollar surronnded his neck: a
meddle of the neverto-be-{argotten beggars, or
gniewir, rected on his breast; and over his well-
worn leathern doublet was & loose gray surcoat;
while the wide, slashed underclothes of the
period made up his dress, i the plainest fashion
of his time, At the doorway Balthazar Gerard
presented himself, with pale and agitated fnce,
and asked jor a passport.  Willlam, although he
had been intormed by residents of Cologne ol
the utwm[ln about to be made on his life, was as
sereng wnd undisturbed as usugl, and ook no
notice of Gerard’s manner; but his wife, more
keenly nwake to the dapgers which beset her
husband, unxiously questionud the Prince, and
remarked in an undertone that **'she had never
sven 0 villanong & countenance,” But Willumm
wis undistorbed; directed a secretary to give
Gerard (or Francis Guoion, the orphaned Oal-
vinist, u# he supposed hun) the passport. He
theén went on into the dimmeroom, sad re-
mained over his dinner till 2 o'clock, conversing
cheerfully with his (amily and his guest, the
burgomasier of Leewarden.

The dining-room was on the ground-floor. The
Prinee’s private spartments were ubove, The
wooden stairway lending up to thew had its foot
Ju a little gquare vestibule opening off from the
dining room, This vestibule had on one of lts
sidds un obscure aich, sunk deep in the wall,
und communicating by a portal with the narros
lanent the side of the house. A food of light
gueamed over the stmrway from a large window
halt-wsy np, but the arch just mentioned wis
completely ln shadow, Inthis areh bBalthaens
Gierard awaited bis vietim. The clock struek
two, The good Prince cnterail ohe vestibule,
tulking pleasantly to the old burgomaster, with
a benevolent spile on his face, He passed
i the oot of the stalvway and placed hi
foot on the lowest step, Gerayd ecopt from
Iug  place of  cooneenlment, The Prinec's
foot was on the second stalr, when there rung
thropel the hivtle room the réport of & pistol,

The misstep was fatal. A number of pages and
huiberdlers glven shase when he ran, and
as he struggled to his knees after fulling, they
selred him And returned with hlm to the houoae,
He did not deny the but glorled in It.

The popular grief at the death of this man,
and the popnlar rage neninst the ranationl nseas.
#in, may be sppreciated more fully by us Ame-
ricans 1 anbimy other pmlo ol the prosent
day; for a like griet prevai among us, with
like oceasion, but recently; and i iz doubtless
true that our first Tury of indignation against
Hooth was equnl to that which the Netherlanders
folt ngalnst Gerard.  But the tortures our suger
would have led us to infliet upon Booth would
never have been {mt in practice by us had he
been  csptured alive, for our olyilization
would have revolted at it as it now 1e-
volts st the sufferings of Balthazar Gorard,
William of Orange  had saved from tor-
ture other men who had attacked him
with the same dendly ntent, and he would have
dote as much for Gerard; but the Prince was
gone, and there was no man in the Netherlands
who could or would intercede for his ussassin,
He was put upon the raek, and trom duy to day
endured the most frightial pains with « compo-
sure &0 astounding that his jodges believed he
was protected by witcheraft. In the Intervala
of repoge 1n the torture, he conversed calmly
and intelhpenily, and avowed that the pros.
pect of dying n thovsand deaths would
not deter him from sgmn  attempting  the
crime, i he were free and Willism liv-
ing. A shirt irom the body of a hospital
patient, supposed 10 be u sorcor T, was put upon
Gerard, but, ns may be supposed, it had no elfect
in breaking up his '.\'mn]:-rml composure and
fortitnde, He would ralse his bloody head from
the bench and ery, blasphemously, the words
Chrigt uttered on the Cross, ' Eooce homo!” (**Be-
hold the man !”)  To the judges, in return for
{he food they pave him in prsson, he sald that
he would serve us their advocate in the courts off
heaven, He wrote deliberately o full account of
1he motives that liad lmpelied him to the com-
misgion ol the erime, snd the means by which
he had gueceeded in bringing it to pass; but he
took cure, in what he said, to avoid’ imphesting
the Duke of Parma,

The irightrnl sentence which was finnlly passed
upon the assnsein wus carried out to the letter,
with & cruelty so Gerce that the gentle spint o1
the nssassinated Privee mizbt almost have been
expected to riseNfrom the grave to protest
against it, It was on toe 14th of July that the
horrble spectacle took place, in the presence ol
8 leerine crowd of spectators. Hig joints had
been already put ont acd in place by the ruck,
and his body was sowrred snd roasted by the
flames of previous torture, but he mounted the
scaflold with enlm and nnshriuking nerves. "he
sistol which bad gent the fawal ball into the

rinoe’s body was broken in pleces by the ann-
mer of one of the executioners, ns the first step
in the ceremouy. In doing this, the execu-
tioner was hit wpon the ear aud huorg by
the fiying off of the head of the hammer. The
crowd laughed over this mishap, and the onlprat
joined in the langn, Gerurd's right hand, which
had polnted the iatal weapon, wis burned ol
with a red-hot iron, and even this excraciating
torture wrung no cry from ‘he man, His flesh
was then torn from ks body with pimeers, in six
diflerent places, His legs and arms were then
chopped olf close to his body, aud his buwels
torn out by cutting open the abdomen, Still
Gerard lived. Tt was not until his heart was cut
out and thrown in hig face that his lips ceased
their wotion, His head was then chopped off;
and ihe sentence was executed !

Thus was the erime of the fanatic avenged—
for lanatic he was, While animated to some de-
gree by the reward offered by the Ban, it is troe
that Balrnazar Gerard beileved himszell serving
the cavse of his king and his God, by ridding the
earth of an enemy of religion and humanity.
For bime=elf, he was upheld in his sulferings on
the scaffold by & tirm bellel thof he should reign
with the saints and martyrs in Puradise. The
reward promised 10 the nssnssin was pad to his
{nther und mother, for what Parwa termed *‘the
landable and generous deed” their son bhad per-
formed, They were made nobles of the land,
and recewved the three selgnories of Livremont,
Hostal, and Dampma tin—formerly the property
of Willinm of Oraunge, At & later day, on the
union of Franche Comte with France, the
patents of nobility the Gorards held were torn
m pweces and trampled under foot by the French
Governor.

The Princs was laid in the tomb, amid the
tears of a weeping people, on the 3d of August,
1584, But he had lived long enongh to establisn
the emancipsted commonwealth on & secure
foundation, and to give existence to an independ-
ent couniry, liberated forever from BSpunish ty-
ranny. His death, however, prevented the union
of all the Netherlands into one republie, & pur-
poee which would doubtless have heen accom-
plished had his life been spared. That life stauds
to all coming time a5 its own noblest testimo.
nlal. He accomplished a great and glorious
work, and enshrined himsell forever inthe aflec-
tions of his people. *‘As kong as he lived,"” says
Motley, “he was the guidingstar of a whole
Lrave pation, and when he died the lirtle
children cried in the strects,”— Beadie's Monthiy,.
